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Town Hall/Impact of Drugs on the 
Community meeting Mon., April 21 


On Monday, April 21 at 
7 p.m. the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office will be host¬ 
ing its 4th Town Hall meet¬ 
ing of 2014 at the Fairview 
Christian Church, 2506 Wal¬ 
cott Johnsville Road, Foster, 
KY. The Sheriff and Chief 
Deputy Bob Scott will give 
an update on activities taking 
place in the Sheriff’s Office 
and talk about the Impact of 
Drugs on our Community. 

Drug activity in the 
county continues to be a ma¬ 
jor problem and the agency 
continues to address these is¬ 
sues with the resources that 
are available to the Sheriff’s 
Office. They have the anony¬ 
mous tip line for reporting of 
crime, phone number is 606- 
735-2578. This anonymous 
tip line can be used to report 
any type of crime, but is espe¬ 
cially set up for the reporting 
of drug activity in the county. 
However, if the crime is cur¬ 
rently in progress call 911 so 
that a dispatcher can send an 
officer out immediately. The 
tip line phone is not manned 
continuously and may not get 
answered until the following 
day or on Monday if left on 
the weekend. 

At this Town Hall meet¬ 


ing two of their guest speak¬ 
ers from SALUTE will be 
speaking to the citizens about 
their experiences with drugs 
and how they devastate the 
family. One of the speak¬ 
ers is a 24 year old recover¬ 
ing from drug addiction and 
the other speaker is a mother 
who lost her daughter and 
son-in-law to drugs. These 
two speakers are very pas¬ 
sionate about their message 
and how devastating drugs 
are to families. Sheriff Nie¬ 
meier would recommend that 
you come out and hear these 
two speakers talk about their 
experiences, you will not be 
disappointed and it will defi¬ 
nitely open your eyes to the 
drug problem. 

The Sheriff’s Office has 
initiated the following pro¬ 
grams to address the drug 
problem in the county: SA¬ 
LUTE (Students and LawEn- 
forcement United Through 
Education); DEA Drug Take 
Back Program; Drug Drop 
Box at Sheriff’s Office; 
Town Hall Meetings; Citi¬ 
zens Police Academy; Press 
Releases/Alerts; Shout Out 
Boxes in Schools, enhanced 
drug investigations and ar¬ 
rests throughout the county.

PERSUASION 

Aristotle claimed that there were three basic ways 
we can persuade others: logic, emotion and character. 
Often we want to know the reason why we should do 
something. A physician who explains how a medicine 
will benefit her patient is appealing to logic. And when 
she tells him the terrible consequences which are likely to 
result if he doesn't treat his condition, she is appealing to 
emotion, in this case, fear. And by convincing her patient 
that she really is a kind and compassionate physician who 
has her patient's best interest in mind she is appealing to 
character. We are all more likely to listen to someone who 
we believe to be a genuinely good person. A fourth means 
of persuasion that can be effective, and which must be 
combined with character or moral persuasion, is the rule of 
seven touches. Sales and marketing folks know that they 
are more likely to make a sale after repeated contacts, and 
the rule of seven touches says to not give up on a potential 
sale until after you've had seven contacts. Familiarity, 
while admittedly sometimes breeding contempt, can also 
breed trust, at least when we are becoming familiar with 
someone who is friendly and seems genuinely interested 
in us. So if you want to persuade someone, combine your 
logical, emotional and moral arguments with a genuine 
interest in the other person, and make frequent contact 
with them. - Christopher Simon

USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency Officially 
Announces Sign-Up Date 
for Disaster Assistance 
Programs 

Enrollment Began April 15 
for Livestock, Honeybee, 
Farm-Raised Fish 
Programs 

U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator Juan M. 
Garcia announced that 
farmers and ranchers can 
sign-up for disaster assistance 
programs, reestablished 
and strengthened by the 
2014 Farm Bill, beginning 
Tuesday, April 15, 2014. 

“President Obama and 
Secretary Vilsack made it a 
priority to begin enrollment 
for these programs,” said 
Garcia. “For farmers and 
ranchers who have been 
awaiting disaster assistance, 
help is on the way.” 

The Livestock 

Indemnity Program (LIP) 
and the Livestock Forage 
Disaster Program (LFP) will 
provide payments to eligible 
producers for livestock deaths 
and grazing losses that have 
occurred since the expiration 
of the livestock disaster 
assistance programs in 2011, 
and including calendar years 
2012, 2013, and 2014. 

Enrollment also began 
on April 15 for producers 
with losses covered by the 
Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honeybees, and 
Farm-Raised Fish Program 
(ELAP) and the Tree 
Assistance Program (TAP) 
in 2011, when the programs 
expired, through 2014. 

“These very important 


disaster assistance programs 
will help Kentucky 
producers that have been 
adversely affected by the 
extreme cold winter and past 
years drought,” said John W. 
McCauley, State Executive 
Director. 

ELAP provides 

emergency assistance 

to eligible producers of 
livestock, honeybees and 
farm-raised fish that have 
losses due to disease, adverse 
weather, or other conditions, 
such as wildfires. TAP 
provides financial assistance 
to qualifying orchardists and 
nursery tree growers to replant 
or rehabilitate eligible trees, 
bushes and vines damaged 
by natural disasters. LIP 
provides compensation to 
eligible livestock producers 
that have suffered livestock 
death losses in excess of 
normal mortality due to 
adverse weather and attacks 
by animals reintroduced 
into the wild by the federal 
government or protected by 
federal law. LFP provides 
compensation to eligible 
livestock producers that have 
suffered grazing losses due 
to drought or fire. 

“To expedite applica¬ 
tions, all producers who 
experienced losses are 
encouraged to bring records 
documenting those losses 
to their local FSA county 
office,” said McCauley. 

Producers also are 
encouraged to contact their 
county office ahead of time 
to schedule an appointment.

Also, littering can 
occur when your trash is not 
secured and blows all over 
the neighborhood. This can 
also lead to a fine! Bottom 
line - please be responsible 
for your trash from the time 
you create it until it is secured 
in the garbage truck!

drying the product, adding 
kitty litter or a commercial 
product to absorb the liquid 
or old material can be used 
to absorb the product so that 
it is no longer in liquid form. 
Landfills are not permitted 
to accept liquids and that is 
the reason behind making 
liquids into solids for proper 
disposal. 

Our recycling is going 
well but we have the same 
problems as in the past with 
boxes not flattened, Styro¬ 
foam of every shape and 
size and bags of garbage. 
Recently we had to dispose 
of several bags from the 
Germantown trailer because 
of food items in the bags. 
We’re pretty sure the folks 
who put those bags in the 
trailers were not interested in 
recycling but disposing their 
trash because they do not 
subscribe to trash service. 
Rumpke trash service is 
less than the cost of a pop 
per day! Bracken County 
mral residents pay $46.50 
quarterly for curb pickup 
and that averages out to a 
little over fifty cents a day. 
We realize that the quarterly 
billing is a stumbling block 
for some residents, but if 
$3.50 or $4 can be set aside 
each week earmarked for 
garbage pickup, the cost can 
be met.

Bracken County Attorney 
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City of Augusta Promotes 
Autism Awareness 


With the prevalence of 
autism on the rise and sev¬ 
eral individuals in Bracken 
County diagnosed on the 
autism spectrum, the City 
of Augusta has taken action 
to help raise autism aware¬ 
ness. Common symptoms 
of autism are wandering and 
a lack of a sense of danger, 
including the dangers of the 
road. 

In September, Augusta 
was the first in the area to 
purchase and install street 
signs for both directions on 
Second Street that say “Au¬ 
tistic Child Area” to try and 
alert drivers to go slowly 
and carefully through the 
streets where children on 
the spectrum reside. Jacob 
Hay, a father of a child on 
the spectrum, also contacted 
the Augusta Police and Fire 
Departments to ask about 
participation in an autism 
emergency personnel safety 
training. Both departments 
readily accepted and agreed 
to contact EMS services as 
well. 

On November 25th, a 
two-hour safety training was 
conducted by Alicia Hay 
and Meagan Brannon, Fam¬ 
ily Liaison for Comprehend.
